Tho Bchool year at Frances Shimer optaed favorably with an in- 
crease of collej^e stiidentH of almost onivthird. There* are nearly one 
hundred Ktudent*; in thf Junior CoIk'KO at the prtrftent time. 

The Junior College is rapidly findinj^ a definite; place in the educa- 
tional system of today* At the third annual meeting of the American 
Aftsociation of Junior CollegeK which met in Cleveland in Februaryp 
nineteen twenty-three, tho committee decided upon definite require- 
mentB for the Junior College. These pertained to the literary standards 
of the Bchool, the training of the faculty, and the equipment of the 
school, and also to the admission and graduation of »tudent>s. This was 
an attempt to standardise the number of unto a student can take and the 
number of hours a teacher can teach. 

Junior Colleges are becoming an e8FM^ntia! in the present educational 
system. The larije univernitieft arc so crowded that it is impossible for 
students to receive the personal attention which they should have in the 
freshman and Bophomore years. Many univeruities are eliminating the 
first two years of coUege work because of ihiH. This makes the Junior 
College a vital necessity in the educational system. 

Frances Shimer School, as a Junior College, must live up to these 
standards*, in order to prove that this type of school has an important 
place tmlay- Each student must do her part to make this Junior College 
a success.

Hi, familiar name waB the 
maj?net which drew a lar^^e audience to Metcalf Hall, including many 
out-of-town people, mgi^t to hear so famous an artist, and they wer« 
richly rewarded. lUccardo Martin Ib preeriitnently a Blngr^r for th^ 
opera, with a voice of such Rrcat brilliancy, so robust and ringing, that 
one at times rejcrotted the acoustic HmitationB of the hall. In spite of 
his many years on the operatic staRe, he brings for concert use a wide 
range of material, reasoned and developed by experience. 

The varied program, which embraced both the lyric and dramatic, 
gave opportunity to study this artiBt from different angles. He waa not 
al hia best in the first number, beinff rather out of touch with Seijf- 
mund's beauUful Love Sbnjr from Die Valkyrie. Neither did he rise to 
his j^rcalC'st artistic heights in the French fionjca which farmed the second 
group, although the full, lovely resonant quality which has made his 
voice famous, was in ovidcnre. But in the next group, and on through 
the remaind^^T of his program, endinf^ with Canio's big Aria from Pag* 
liacci, he fairly electrified his audience with the brilliancy of his singing, 
his finished style, the wonderful vocal resources, and that emotional force 
which mark the great artist. His voice is rich and flexible, and is gov- 
erned by discriminating taste. His sinking possesses the qualities that 
take hold of an audience and win the moi^t enthusiastic appreciation. 

The short introductory comments on some of the lesa familiar songs 
were most interesting and added much to the attractiveness nf the in- 
ti rpretation. Many encores were demanded and good-naturedly respond- 
ed to, lengthening the oritcinal program considerably, but in no way 
diminishing the enthusiasm of the audience. 

Hubert Carlin at the piano not only supplied accompaniments 
vere remarkable for their perfect accord with the singer's intentlonl 
but further distinguished himself by contributing two groups of solos in 
which he did .ome very fine playing, especially in the Schumann-Liszt 
Widmung. He also was generous with encores and won deserved appre- 
ciation.
